The witness said he 
turned and threatened Burns 
with the revolver when the

The over-all effect of the re- | 
vised decision was lessened in 
this case because of extensive 
plant improvements and addi- 
tions made by Missouri Water 
Co. in recent years.

last night: 


ALCORN, fellow Americans, fellow Republicans: 
First, my cordial greetings to the distinguished Repub- 
members of Congress who are here tonight. 


For all that you are doing, to- 
gether with our Republican 
administration, to help build a 
just peace and to keep Ameri- 
ca and the rest of the free 
world strong and secure—also, 
for your efforts to preserve our 
citizens’ freedom and initiative 
by helping to hold our Gov- 
ernment to its proper role— 
yo. have my congratulations 
and my deep appreciation. 

To every American, regard- 
less of party, I want to speak 
frankly of these efforts to- 
night. 

Our two major political par- 
ties differ, of course, on many 
domestic policies. But beyond 
these are programs of grave 
importance to our country and 
the peace of the world. They 
démand our attnetion as Amer- 
fcans, without regard to par- 
tisanship. 


Decisions to Be Reached. 


One reason I talk of such 
programs on this occasion is 
because they are on ve cee 
edge of action in th 
As Americans, as coniioone 
as members of Congress, we 
must shortly reach decisions of 
far-reaching significance to 
ourselves, to our children, and 
to generations yet unborn, 


But first — a bit of back- 
ground. 


We must, everyone of us, 
never forget that we have en- 
tered an era that is for our 
country entirely new. Ineseapa- 
bly we live in a time of great 
uneasiness, in a situation of 
balanced terror in the world. 

Looming across the seas is 
the menace of Communist 
imperialism. It rejects every 
human value of significance 
in our civilization. It is 
tyrannical, insensitive to the 
needs of its own people, con- 
temptuous of religious faith 
and human dignity and 
worth, and obsessed with the 
goal of dominating the 
world. 


Preoccupied as we are with 
our daily pursuits, too easily 
we lose our awareness of this 
evil force. We know that, 
throughout all history, ma- 
rauders have been at large 
in the world. But today mod- 
ern science and technology 
have placed instruments of 
almost unlimited power at 
the disposal of an ideology 
implacably hostile to all whe 
live in freedom. 


In just over a decade the 
science of destruction has be- 
come transformed. Atomic and 
thermonuclear ex p | osives, 
ocean-spanning missiles, air- 
craft of great range and speed, 
submarines launching nuclear- 
tipped weapons of tremendous 
range from under the surface 
of the sea—such developments 
have vastly increased man’s 
ability to destroy and kill. 


That, my friends, is the 
pivotal fact of our time. We 
simply cannot indulge in busi- 
ness-as-usual attitudes and 
self-serving practices of an era 
that is no more. Our national 
survival, human liberty, the 
fate of humanity are all at 
stake in the way we form and 
sustain our national policies. 

Of the many imperative 
needs these grave considera- 
tions impose, tonight I ask 
you to join me in considering 
three: 

First is defense reorganiza- 
tion, the plan which I sent to 
Congress a few weeks ago. 

Here, in the missile-nuclear 
age, we ask ourselves: 

Is it unity we shall have 
— unity in strategic plan- 
ning — unity of military 
command — unity in our 
fighting forces? Shall we 
have the most efficient, 
least costly defensive sys- 
tem we can devise to counter 
the deadly menace to our 
country? 

Or — are we willing to 
settle for less? Shall we 
cater to service prejudices 
at the expense of efficiency? 
Shall we divide rather than 
unify our military power? 
Shall we tolerate confusion, 
rivalries and inefficiencies in 


Our choice is clear. 

We must stand on the side 
of unity, efficiency and flexi- 
bility in our defensive system, 
in the interest of America’s 
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planning and unified 
tion of our battle forces. 
Fifth, defense research 
— amounting to 

five dollars a year— 
is under one responsible

unnecessary duplication, 

essential work and 

roe out ul service rival- 
es. 


Sixth, defense dollars are, 
in modest degree, made more 
flexibly available so emer- 
gencies and new develop- 
ments can be handled at

Seventh, confusion and 
needless restraint in present 
laws are cleared away in the 
interest of efficiency, econ- 
omy, and clear-cut civilian 
control over our armed 
forces. 


Eighth, the separate pub- 
licity activities of the various 
military services are put un- 
der central direction to dis- 
courage their abuse.

Now, as to the second imper- 
ative need, the simple fact is 
this: Just as a military service 
can no longer win major bat- 
tles by itself, no nation, not 
even the United States, can 
isolate itself from its friends 
and be secure. 


There is the whole case for 


mutual security. 

I of course know about the | 
wide misunderstandings and | 
the many misrepresentations 
concerning this program. But | 
the truth is that military and 
economic assistance is just as | 
much a part of our own se- 
curity efforts as our outlay | 
for our own defenses.

Politics and Policy 

President Eisenhower was engaging in a 
time-honored political ritual with his address 
to party workers Tuesday hight. He told 
them the chances for capturing control of 
Congress were “bright”—a minority opinion 
which probably the President himself would 
not share except for ritualistic reasons. 

Several weeks ago the Republican National 
Chairman was frank enough and incautious 
enough to say publicly that for his party to 
gain control of the Senate this year was not 
ihn the cards. He has since corrected himself, 
and now officially propounds the line which 
the President took: the chances are “bright.” 

This sort of thing isa harmless and neces- 
sary type of self-deception which all students 
of politics understand. A party organization 
must have workers in the vineyard, and at 
the outset of a campaign the werkers must 
be made to feel that their forthcoming toil 
is worth the candle. The leaders therefore 
have an obligation, not exactly to misrepre- 
sent the situation, but to paint it in the most 
favorable possible light. “Whoop 'em up” is 
the watchword, whatever the party and what- 
ever the actual outlook may be. 

President Eisenhower always presents an 
incongruous appearance when cast in this 
role. The reason is that though he goes 
through the motions and conforms with the 
laws of the ritual he has never quite suc- 
ceeded in establishing himself as the real 
leader of the Republican party, which the 
ritual assumes him to be. 

Tuesday night he coupled his forecast of a 
congressional victory with a plea for support 
of his legislative program, implying that the 
way to the victory lay through backing of the 
Administration. The cold fact is, however, 
and the President must know it, that very 
few members of the Republican party in Con- 
gress have the faintest intention of fashioning 
their conduct according to the Administra- 
tion’s desires. 

Republicans are lined up four to one 
against extension of the reciprocal trade 
agreements act, and they take a similar di- 
vergent line on foreign aid, labor legislation, 
social and economic policy, and most of the 
major items in his program. Indeed, as the 
President's second term grows older a dis- 
tinct tendency for Republicans actively to 
dissociate themselves from the Administra- 
tion becomes more pronounced. 

In these circumstances it makes very little 
sense for Mr. Eisenhower to be demanding 
the election of a Republican House and Sen- 
ate. If his party did gain control of both 
houses, his policies would unquestionably 
fare worse than they do with a responsible 
Democratic leadership in charge. In fact Mr. 
Eisenhower is leading a bipartisan coalition 
but in ritual he is acting out the role of a 
party leader. ‘ 

Taken as a whole, the President's speech 
was an exceptionally vigorous and determined 
appeal for Republican support for three 
major White House bills—defense reorgan- 
ization, mutual security and reciprocal trade 
extension. All these must have strong G.O.P. 
backing if they are to pass. Whether Mr. 
Eisenhower won Republican votes to his side 
only the crucial roll calls will show, but to 
his credit he preached a hard-hitting sermon 
to the unconverted. 


Competition in the Primary 

Democrats in the Twenty-seventh Ward and 
northwest St. Louis generally will be faced 
with alternatives to their incumbent state 
legislators in the Aug. 5 primary. This will 
be something of a novelty. 

Thanks to the efforts of Raymond T. Per- 
cich, an attorney who previously has crossed 
swords with the satraps of the Democratic 
City Central Committee, Thomas A. Fitzgerald 
has filed against John P. Barrett for Mr. Bar- 
rett’s State Senate seat from the Sixth Dis- 
trict; and Charles H. Smith has filed against 
Representative William A. Geary Jr. for the 
Missouri House from the Fourteenth District. 

Competition keeps politicians on their toes. 
Mr. Percich lost his own write-in campaign 
for Alderman in the Twenty-seventh last year 
in a battle with the ward organization, But 
the competition has been good for the ward, 
and the man who defeated Mr. Percich, Alder- 
man Joseph F. Noel, has been a better Alder- 
man because of it.

The Budget Bureau's opposition to the St. 
Louis flood-control project, on grounds that 
it would have only “negligible” effect as an 
anti-recession measure, is a hard bit of rea- 
soning to follow. Recession or no recession, 
the project is necessary and the Federal Gov- 
ernment is committed to building it. , 

Missouri's entire delegation in the House 
and Senate has formally requested President 
Eisenhower for a supplemental appropriation 
of $1,700,000 to begin construction of the 
project. The alternative would be to defer 
constructing at the time when it would do the 
most good a project that is going to be built 
some time anyway. Surely the Budget Bureau 
does not advocate waiting to build the project 
at some time when it will have to compete in 
a tight market for labor. |

Lost at Sea 


The failure of the two-month-long cenfer- 
ence at Geneva on the law of the sea-is a 
loss for that peace of commerce which is one 
of the surest bulwarks against war. Eighty- 
six nations gathered under the aegis of the 
U.N. were unable to agree on an international 
limit for territorial waters. As a result, the 
United States and 21 other nations will con- 
tinue to observe the three-mile limit, the 
Soviet Union and seven other sovereign states 
a 12-mile limit, and other countries limits 
ranging from four to 200 miles. 

At stake here are fisheries, which are the 
mainstay of some countries and @ principal 
source of income and food for others. At 


Stake also is military defense, and the tetchy — 


state of the world has not made this phase 
of the problem any easier to solve. As long 
as an international rule for territorial waters 
is lacking there will continue to be irritants 
in both these fields, culminating in incidents 
which would better be avoided. 

The prospects, like those for disarmament, 
are not promising, but again for a similar rea- 
son our continued efforts are imperative. We 
must try and try again, when perhaps condi- 
tions will be more auspicious, and when cer- 
tainly our preparations should be better. The 
United States entered the discussions at Gene- 
va with Louisiana and Texas in revolt 
against its sovereignty over some of the very 


waters involved. Its position was so poorly 


prepared that our next-door neighbor, Canada, 
was on the other side of the fence. If mean- 
while we can bring off a coherent attitude at 
home and with the nations 
that are disposed to be with us, at least we 
can work next time from a position of 
strength. 


Peace and the Antarctic 
Desolate and frigid 
size of the continental United 
last great land mass that has not 
explored.

soon. Seven nations, in recent years, have 
staked out claims, some of them conflicting, 
on this ice-locked land, Neither Soviet Rus- 
sia nor the United States has made formal 
territorial claims although both have rights 
to make such claims. The United States, Rus- 
sia, the seven claimants, and three other na- 
tions have all been participating in scientific 
work in Antarctica during the present Inter- 
national Geophysical Year. They have shown 
that the cold war is non-existent in frozen 
Antarctica. 

What President Eisenhower makes clear in 
his invitation to join in a neutrality pact for 
this huge land mass is a desire for perpetua- 
tion of this “friendly co-operation” that has 
yielded such benefits to science. In the tra- 
dition of the United Nations charter, the con- 
tinent would be open to peaceful exploration 
and scientific investigation by citizens and 
organizations of all countries. If that were 
done, it would mean that territorial claims 
had been subordinated to the best interests of 
man. Right now, before serious bones of con- 
tention are found, would be the time for the 
12 nations concerned to agree to a parley. 

If, far dewn under the world, it should be 
possible to establish the roots of what might 
be called a summit pact for science, the bene- 
fits would be certain to spread northward 
Any formula for Antarctica might also be 
applied to the problems of internationalizing 
outer space. No nation has anything to fear 
from Mr. Eisenhower’s proposal. Every na- 
tion would have much to gain from it,

The Health Funds Problem 


More than 14,000 volunteer workers in the 
St. Louis unit of the American Cancer Society 
rang. doorbells in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county the other night as part of a campaign 
to raise $205,000 in the national war on 
cancer. The co-operation of more than 175 
city halls, police and fire stations, churches, 
schools and business houses was asked in pro- 
viding protection for the collectors in the St. 
Louis area. 

This suggests the scale on which some 
health agencies are making drives outside 
the United Fund. Only recently it was an- 
nounced that the Mental Health Association 
of St. Louis would be out of the United Fund, 
effective May 16. When the Mental Health 
Association is on its own, it will have joined 
those who raise funds independently in the 
St. Louis area for combating heart disease, 
tuberculosis, multiple sclerosis, muscular dis- 
trophy and polio. 

Here is a problem that needs to be assessed 


. by the community as well as the United 


Fund. If the United Fund cannot raise 
enough money to meet the needs of these 
worthy health agencies, some other provi- 
sion for them is both necessary and inev- 
itable. But it ought not to be at the expense 
of breaking up the United Fund which has 
already achieved an enviable record of meet- 
ing welfare and charitable needs. 


Perhaps a solution may lie in conducting 
a separate united health agencies campaign 
which would allow the contributor to give 
to the health cause of his choice or to pro- 
rate his gift among them all. There are 
proper distinctions between welfare needs 
and the great demands for research, treat- 
ment and public education against the killers 
and cripplers of mankind. 

More than a hundred separate drives would 
waste the community talent and resources. 
Two major campaigns—at intervals of six 
months—would be another matter entirely.

School Aid—Should Pass, But Wall It? 


Segregation Issue, Lack of White House Support, Hamper Construction Bill

We wish we could be optimistic 
about the chances of the school-con- 
struction bill that a House education 
subcommittee has dragged out of 
hibernation. There are several 
reasons why the bill should be 
passed, but we will cite only two. 

First, the question of need. The 
latest estimate is that the nation is 
short some~.140,000 classrooms, and 
despite strenuous efforts on the part 
of state and local governments to 

erect new schools,

Second, there is 
the impact that a 
major school-con- 
struction program 
would have on our lagging economy. 
Much is being said these days about 
increasing governmental spending as 
an antirecession measure. Frequent-

ly, too little attention ts being given 
to the merits of the projects on 
which money would be spent; some- 
times the programs smack of spend- 
ing simply for the sake of spending. 


There is no question about the 
usefulness of new school construc- 
tion. That would be money well 
spent. 

There also are several reasons why 
the bill could be passed. This is the 
bill the Administration introduced 
last year. Many Republicans profess 
to be for it. Many Democrats ‘a ma- 
jority, according to the House roll 
call’ in 1957) are for it. Finally, the 
economy argument, which was used 
by some who opposed the plan in 
1957, is less persuasive now than it 
was then; the recession is a more 
frightening threat than a budgetary 
deficit. 


But two gigantic obstacles remain 
in the path of the school-construc- 
tion bill. For one thing, not all the 
Republicans who profess to favor the 
bill really do, and the White House 
has done little to pressure the lag- 
gards into voting for it, 


The chief stumbling block, how- 
ever, is the segregation issue. Each 
time a school-construction bil! has 


been offered, someone has urged an 
amendment which would deny segre- 
gated schools federal money. \\ is 
clear that no bill burdened by such 
an amendment could get through the 
Senate, where Southerners would 
talk it to death. Despite this, and 
despite the fact that President Eisen- 
hower opposed the amendment, it 
was adopted by the House last year. 

Some voted for the amendment be- 
cause of principle. Others, however, 
used the anvendment as a subterfuge. 
They voted for it, not because the) 
were deeply concerned with integra- 
tion but because they felt this was a 
politically painless way of making 
sure the  school-construction pil! 
would be killed. 

The same issue seems certain to 
rise again. Already Representative 
Powell of New York has warned that 
he will try to attach an antisegrega- 
tion amendment to the construction 
proposal. If he succeeds, the school 
bill's chances will be dim indeed.

A 250-pound black bear was 
killed recently in the rugged 
hill country of the southeast 
Missouri Ozarks, Cleval Corey, 
conservation agent for Iron and 
Reynolds counties, reported the 


bear killed in southeast Iron 
County by Rodney Mills of Min- 
imum, Missouri. 

An animal had been attack- 
ing livestock in that area and 
six head of cattle had been 
killed by the unknown maraud- 
er. Farmers in the vicinity or- 
ganized a hunt. Mills saw the 
bear in some heavy brush and 
fired a load of buckshot. The 
charge only wounded the bear 
and it started toward Mills. He 
hastily backed away and_re- 
loaded the gun. His second 
shot dropped the animal, al- 
most at his feet. The last bear 
reported killed in the state 
was in 1951 near Salem in Dent 
county. It was a 35-pound cub. 

A few years ago there was 
quite a furor raised about 
mountain lions (cougars) being 
seen in various sections of the 


Ozarks. They were also identi- | 


fied as panthers or pumas. 
They were variously described 
in size and color. Some were 
Said to be black, others tawny, 
and they varied in size from 
eight feet to the size of an 
ordinary bobcat. None ever has 
been killed but because of their 
nocturnal habits it is possible 
that they have eluded the dogs 
and hunters’ guns. It is rea-

Indian Hunting Ground. 

In the early 1800s, buffalo, 
elk, deer, wild turkeys, bear, 
panthers and wolves were 
found in abundance in these 
regions. The last herd of elk 
was decimated . during that 
period near Greenville’ in 
Wayne county. It was the hunt- 
ing ground for the Osage In- 
dians and other Indian tribes. | 
Many of the early roads fol- 
lowed the paths pounded out | 
by the migrating buffalo herds. 
Wild turkeys were in such 
abundance that the pioneers 


tired of their flesh, and ven- | 


ison sold for 6 cents a pound. 
Buffalo were killed for the ten- 
derloin, and the rest of the 
animal was left to be devoured 
by the predators and scaven- 
gers. 

Henry Rowe Schoolcraft, a 
geologist from New York State. 
made a journey through the 
Ozark regions in 1818-1819. 
Only one companion accom- 
panied him on this hazardous 
journey. He kept a daily diary 
and later consolidated his find- 
ings in book form. The book 
was printed in London and 
titled “Journal of a Tour Into 
the Interior of Missouri and 
Arkansas.” He made no claims 
of hunting prowess: a search 
for precious metals was the ob- 
jective. The trip began at Po- 
tosi on November 5, 1818. The 
first entry reads, “I begin my 
tour where other travelers 
have ended theirs, on the con- 
fines of the wilderness, and at 
the last village of white inhab-

SO YOU'RE PLANNING, or have taken, a trip with 
young children. Will that 5, 6, or 7-year-old really remem- 
ber the journey?

So many memories... . 


1 AM & YEARS OLD AGAIN. I see an old-time car 
(a Ford with a special Kelsy body), standing high on its 
spindly wheels. How proud we all are, for it has a wine- 
red body, and black, tufted leather seats. We have just 
left the lively city of St. ‘ouis, and are heading for the 
Current river country, toward a timber town deep in these 
ageless worn-down mountains, Elisinore, Mo. We are go- 
ing to visit my father’s brother whom he hasn't seen for 
16 years. ... 


Yes, it’s long ago, and I'm riding in the back seat of 
the wine-red car with my three sisters. Riding straight 
up toward the blue summer sky; and not quite making it. 
We get out and scramble in the narrow trail, helping Dad 
push while Mother steers. Now we've sheved to the top 
of the ridge, and as we gaze at the rocky roller-coaster 
drop at our feet, Dad decides that the distaff side shall 
walk down. He knows that is safe and our necks are 
precious to him. Shucks! Dad has all the fun. 


On this first day, we meet no other autome- 
biles. Only a farm wagon or two. We know there 
are farmers living in this area of great uplifts of 
rock and earth, for many times we must step and 
open the wide wooden gates of their fences which 
stretch across the trail. Then again, we must per- 
suade “Bossy” to move along so we may pass by— 
unwilling and lazily the cow inches inte the tan- 
gied growth. And we girls scare ourselves deli- 
clously with talk of the wolves, foxes and bobcat 
we knew te be in these ancient hills. 


Suddenly a@ summer storm pelts us with giant rain- 
drops.

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‘Ashes of Death’ 
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Solved 


By the Japanese

Tenth Installment. 

WHAT WERE the “ashes of death”—the Shi no hai—which 
had fallen from the skies upon the decks of the Lucky Dragon? 
Three times this question was put to American representatives 
by Japanese doctors and scientists. Twice the question went 


unanswered. 


First, an American doctor 
could not answer, presumably 
because he didn’t know. Sec- 
ond, an Army officer declined 


comment: whether he knew or 


not is problematical, but had 
he known, he probably would 
have sidestepped the question 
on the grounds of national 
security. The third time, a 
U.S. scientist, Merril Eisen- 
bud, bounced the question 
back: “Ask Dr. Kimura.” 

This enigmatic answer was 
the best that the AEC’s expert 
on fallout could do as he 
struggled between a desire to 
tell the Japanese the facts and 
the obligation to keep atomic 
secrets properly guarded. 
There is no question that the 
globe-trotting director of the 
AEC’s Health and Safety La- 
boratory knew the answer. 
The secret was buried in the 
pinch of whitish ash which Dr. 
Kenjiro Kimura, a brilliant 
radiochemist, received from 
one of the crewmen. 

When Dr. Kimura and his 
staff tackled the job of ana- 
lyzing the Lucky Dragon ash, 
they systematically studied the 
whitish-gray dust. 

Detailed studies with special 
X-ray and other equipment 
proved that the Bikini ash was 
calcite. The coral reef at 
Bikini is known to be arago- 
nite and it is likely that the 
fiery furnace of the nuclear 
explosion recrystallized this 
mineral and converted it to 
calcite. 

After the physical and 
chemical examination was con- 
cluded, emphasis was devoted 
to radioanalysis, that is, the 
combination of chemistry with 
radioactivity measurements. 
Dr. Kimura and his collegues 
used chemical processes to 
separate various chemical ele- 
ments from the white ash. 
Then they analyzed the radio- 
active nature of the material 
which they separated out. Like 
detectives studying  finger- 
prints, the scientists used their 
Geiger counters to probe into 
the mystery of the ashes. 

Dr Kimura could only 
identify the  longer-lived 
atoms. But he tracked down 
enough of these so that he had 
no doubt that most of the 
radioactivity of the ashes was 
due to the split atoms of 
uranium, 

Based upon his initial ~e- 
search with the Bikini ash, the 
Tokyo professor reported to 
the doctors that it appeared as 
if the radioactivity was due to 
fission fragments of uranium 
atoms. After he had made sev- 
eral. preliminary reports, he 
received a very helpful, yet 
somewhat puzzling letter from 
Merril Eisenbud. The letter, 
dated April 8, was addressed 
to Dr. Rokuzo Kobayashi of 
the National Institute of 
Health, and contained the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

Composition of the ash: We 
have found that the _ radio- 
isotopes present in the ash are 
consistent with the data given 
in “Nuclei Formed in Fission,” 
published in the Journal of 
the American Chemical Soci- 
ety, volume 68, page 2411, 
November 1946. The curve 
given for slow neutron fission 

is applicable to the ash except 
for atomic masses 103 through 
130. The important fission 


products are in maximal por- 
tions Of the curve and can be

U-237 is produced,” went on 
Dr. Taketani, “the fission of

Translating this from the 
foreign language of the nu- 


clear physicist, this meant that 
the Americans had developed 
ea superbomb which was a 


three-in-one package. The first 
stage consisted of an ordinary 
A-bomb trigger which in turn 
fired a second stage and 
caused hydrogen to fuse te- 
gether. This H-bomb reaction 
then released a flood of high- 
energy neutrons which darted 
out and caused a jacket of 
ordinary uranium to split. In 
the process uranium-237 was 
produced as a telltale by- 
product. 


Prof. Taketani’s conclusion 
was of the greatest signifi- 
cance. As he pointed out, the 
fission of ordinary uranium 
could produce vast amounts of 
contamination. Referring to 
the March 1 Bikini bomb, he 
estimated that a “few hundred 
kilograms of uranium” must 
have fissioned in the explo- 
sion. This would mean that a 
good fraction of a ton of 
uranium was involved in the 
detonation: not rare and ex- 
pensive uranium -:235, but 
cheap and abundant natural 
uranium. The scientist, who is 
well known for his deep inter- 
est in the impact of science 
upon society, was appalled &t 
his interpretation of Prof. 
Kimura's investigation He 
knew very well that the Bikini 
bomb ushered in an era of 
bombs without limit in power 
—bombs which could produce 
such a fearful radioactive fall- 
out that their ashes could kill 
people a hundred miles down- 
wind of the explosion. 


The conclusion that the 
Bikini bomb was not a pure 
hydrogen bomb but a weapon 
which tapped the energy of 
natural uranium was also 
reached by Dr. Yasushi Nishi- 
waki in his laboratory at 
Osaka. Thus in the spring of 
1954 Japanese scientists had 
managed to discover the secret 
of the ashes, and in so doing 
they had come upon informa- 
tion about the bomb which the 
United States still held highly 
secret. Suddenly it became 
clear to Dr. Kimura whv Mer- 
ri) Eisenbud had worded his 
letter of April 8 so carefully 
The technical implications in 
Eisenbud's letter § fitted in 
neatly with the conclusion 
that Japanese scientists had 
already reached. Eisenbud had 
tried to tell the Japanese pro- 
fessors as much as he could 
without violating the iInter- 
ests of national security. 


It was inevitable that Jap- 
anese scientists would dis- 
cover the truth once they 
started analyzing the ashes. 
This being the case, the 
United States would have 
shown itself in a much bet- 
ter light if it had come right 
out in the open early in 
March and told the Jap- 
anese the full nature of the 
radioactive contamination. 


Once they were sure of the 
nature of the radioactive ash 
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read quantitatively within ex- 
perimental error. 


This information con- 
firmed what Dr. Kimura ‘al- 
ready knew but it caused 
the professor to wrinkle his 
brow. The sentence about 
atomic masses 103 through 
130 was puzling. Why 
should these atoms be out 
of line? What kind of bomb 
had the Americans de- 
veloped which altered the 
very nature of the fission 
process? 


At the end of May. Prof. 
Kimura traveled to the beauti- 
ful city of Kyoto to attend the 
professional chemical society 
meetings there. At a Japanese 
inn, before the meeting, he 
discussed his data with other 
scientists and decided to an- 
nounce his discovery. The next 
day, addressing several hun- 
dred scientists. Dr. Kimura 
told of his research on the 
Bikini ash. 

“It was truly a source of 
profund emotion,” Dr. Kimura 
began, “when, during the pres- 
ent experiments, we again en- 
countered U-237, quite unex- 
pectedly.” A hush settled over 
the group, and then a number 
of scientists broke the silence, 
murmuring to others: “What 
does it mean?” After the pres- 
entation, they put the ques- 
tion to Dr. Kimura and he re- 
plied: “I am not sure.” 

When he returned to Toyko, 
Dr. Kimura consulted with a 
fellow scientist, Prof. Mituo 
Taketani, a physicist at. St. 
Paul University in Tokyo. Dr. 
Kimura explained his strange 
find of wuranium-237. There 
was a great deal of it, the pro- 
fessor pointed out, and it 
seemed most unusual. Take- 
tani admitted it was strange to 
find uranium-237 in bomb de- 
bris. About the only way one 


‘could produce uranium-237, 
Taketani explained, was to

roentgen per hour and by mid- 
night of the fateful March 1, 
the value would have been 
3.5 roentgens per hour. Pro- 
jecting through the hours of 
March 1 back until fallout be- 
gan, one finds an ever more 
rapid increase in the radio- 
activity. The reason why the 
radioactivity gets so much 
greater as one approaches the 
time of fallout is that the 
shorter-lived fission fragments 
play an increasingly impor- 
tant part. At six in the eve- 
ning of March 1, when the 
men were having their eve- 
ning meal, the radiation must 
have amounted to about 6 
roentgens per hour. 


Exact calculation of the 
radioactivity on board the 
Lucky Dragon prior to noon 
on March 1 is difficult for a 
number of reasons. First, the 
radioactive -ash came down 
gradually over a_ period of 
four hours after the explosion. 
It took time for the fragments 
of ash to tyavel almost 100 
miles from Bikini and it then 
took time for the particles to 
swirl down from the sky. Had 
all of the dust which took sev- 
eral hours to coat the decks 
of the boat come down 
quickly, the~ radioactivity 
would have been very severe. 
Fortunately, several hours 
passed while the strange dust 
settled upon the men and the 
ship. These few hours were in 
addition to the time it took for 
the dust to be _ transported 
from Bikini. Equally fortunate 
was the fact that the main 
deck of the ship was flooded 
with water so that some of the 
ash was washed back into the 
sea. A reasonable estimate of 
radioactive contamination puts 
the radiation level between 15 
and 20 roentgens per hour at 
10 a.m. of March 1. 

No one ‘knows how much 
fallout came down in the 
decks of the Lucky Dragon in 
the first 10 minutes or in the 
next half hour. The Atomic 
Energy Commission has no 
data to provide which might 
solve the mystery. For this 
reason one can only guess 
when trying to estimate the 
radiation dose which the fish- 
ermen received during the 
first few hours on deck. But 
after that time one can make 
better estimates—the dose of 
radiation which the fishermen 
might have received can be 
easily deduced from the data 
already presented

1 could have received up to 
100 roentgens of radiation un- 


til noontime. Men working be- | 
low decks would have received | 


correspondingly less, probably 
20 roentgens. During the 
period from noon to midnight 


of the first day all crewmen | 


would have been exposed to 
about 100 roentgens. The next 
day the exposure would have 
dropped to about 40 roentgens 
and to 25 roentgens the day 
after. 


Not counting the very 
critical first day, there 
would have been an ac- 
cumulated dosage of 110 
roentgens during the first 
week. The second week 
would have tallied only 20 
roentgens. This means that 
the sum total for the two 
weeks from the time of fall- 
out to arrival in port would 
be somewhere between 250 
to 330 roentgens. This total 
must be compared with the 
400 to 500 value which is 
generally regarded as _ the 
dose required to produce 
death to 50 per cent of a 
population. 


The values, 250 to 330 
roentgens, must be viewed as 
maximum doses for the crew- 
men. Those who slept in the 
forward compartment would 
be less exposed. The men who 
bunked in the rear compart- 
ment would be more. heavily 
exposed since the highly con- 
taminated fishing gear was 
stored overhead and aft. 


Going back to March 1, 
1954, and the fallout of radio- 
active ash over a large area of 
the Pacific near the test site 
at Bikini Atoll—the Lucky 
Dragon was not the only ship 
dusted with fallout. A task 
force of 10 U.S. naval vessels 
rendezvoused 30 miles from 
Bikini. Destroyers and other 
vessels stood by to observe the 
detonation in the safety of an 
area deemed safe from fallout. 
Officers aboard the _ ships 
watched the enormous mush- 


room cloud as it became dis- 
persed in the stratosphere and 
they noted that the winds 
were pushing remnants of the 
cloud toward them. Over an 
hour later, Geiger counters on 
deck started to react and 
orders were given to clear the 
decks. The ships were “but- 
toned up,” that is, all hands 
went below after securing the 
hatches, doors, and portholes. 
Even the _ ships’ ventilators 
were covered over to prevent 
entry of any radioactive dust. 
Then vast quantities of water 
were sprayed over the ships 
by means of special pipes and 
nozzles, specifically designed 
to wash off radioactive con- 
tamination. The ships were 
maneuvered by radar since the 
water spray made visibility 
very poor. Periodically, the 
artificial downpour was cut 
off to allow radiological of- 
ficers. garbed in_ protective 
clothing to venture on deck 
and make readings of the 
radiation. For over half a day 
in the tropical heat, the crews 
sweated it out below decks. 
Finally, it was judged safe to 
“unbutton” the ship and the 
men came back up on deck. 


The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and Defense De- 
partment thus knew within 
an hour after the March 1 
(Bravo) test that something 
had gone wrong. Within a 
few more hours, Radiolog- 
ical Safety Headquarters for 
the Task Force had a good 
idea of the dimensions and 
intensity of the fallout. Yet 
no warning was broadcast to 
ships in the vicinity. Test 
administrators knew within 
a few more hours that the 
eastern end of the danger 
zone was no longer a proper 
limit for safety. The ques- 
tion may well be asked: 
Why did. not the test of- 
ficials break radio silence 
and broadcast ai general 
warning over that area of 
the Pacific? Did they not 
know that Japanese boats 
passed within 100 miles of 
the area on their way to 
South Pacific tuna grounds?

Answers 


To Medical 
Questions

DEAR PR. STEINCROHN: 
My husband suffers from he2d- 
aches. What is the distinction 
between migrane and tension 
headaches? Sincerely, Mrs. 
C.C. 

ANSWER: They have studied 
some 8000 headache sufferers 
at Monifiore Hospital's Head- 
ache Unit since 1946. Know 
what conclusion they have 
come to? That the most im- 
portant single factor in treat- 
ment is the relationship be- 
tween doctor and patient. 

According to Dr. Arnold P. 
Friedman, physiciari-in-charge 
of the unit: “The general prac- 
ticioner, knowing the heredity, 
character and history of his 
patient, is in a strategic po- 
sition to recognize how the 
patient is reacting to his en- 
vironment and to utilize psy- 
chotherapy to relieve the emo- 
tional stress which often pre- 
cipitates the headache.” 


Migrane headache is 
caused by an initial con- 
striction of blood vessels in 
the brain which is soon 
followed by dilitation ard 
the blood vessel walls be- 
come rigid and_ swollen, 
This impinges on surround- 
ing nerves which causes the 
pain. In tension headaches, 
the mechanism is more in 
the muscles than in the ar- 
teries. That is why a patient 
with tension headache will 
often say: “Massage my 
neck muscles for a_ while. 
I've got an awful headache.” 


Cure of headache will, of 
course, depend upon an ac- 
curate diagnosis of what's 
causing all the trouble. Ac- 
cording to the findings of the 
Montefiore group, eyestrain 
(once thought to be a major 
cause of headache) is rarely 
responsible. Neither is chronic 
sinusitis a common cause. 

Dr. Friedman sums up their 
findings this way: “In general 
our research has shown that 
the most effective treatment 
of migraine and tension head- 
aches is a combination of 
psychotherapy and drugs, us- 
ing sedatives, relaxers, and 
tranquilizers moderately and 
always under control.”

Going Back to Music Before Bach

NEW YORK, May 7 (AP). 


EUROPEANS WHO LIKE 
to say America has no culture 
get a quick debate from Bev- 
erly Merrill. 

“Actually, Europe is dead 
culturally,” she insists. “It is 
a great school house, but more 
is now happening culturally 
here. We are the new center 
of Western culture.” 

Miss Merrill, dark-eyed and 
attractive, can approach the 
subject with some perspective. 

At 30 she is sole owner and 
manager of a phonograph re- 
cording firm which for the first 
time in history is recording in 
its entirety some of the great 
forgotten music of the Middle 
Ages. Her projected 10-dibum 
series of medieval melodies has 
aroused the praise of musicol- 
ogists throughout the world. 


This is a real cultural first | 


for America. No really echol- 
arly job of recording music 
of this period had been at- 
tempted before Miss Merrill 
founded her firm — Experi- 
ences Anonymes Records, 
which means “experiments 
without a name.” 


“It’s a kind of musical arche- 
ology,” explained Miss Merrill. 
“Most people’s knowledge of 
music goes back only to Bach. 
We wanted to document the 
music before Bach. 

“Today it is definitely long, 
long-hair music. But it isn’t 
creaky merely because it is old. 
The tunes are still fresh and 
lovely. 

“It is mainly religious music,

The Beaver Lodg 


By Ramon Coffman 


Beavers have long teeth 
which are excellent for cut- 


ting wood, but the teeth do 
litie good in defending 
against wolves, wolverines, 
foxes er other well-armed 
enemies. The best hope for 
these animal engineers is to 
escape, and they usually do 
this going into the water. 

They are good swimmers, 
and few of their enemies 
follow them inte the water. 
They might suffer from 
otters, but their ponds 
usually are free from those 
speedy, hard-fighting ani- 
mals. 

The need for safety ex- 
plains, in part, the beaver 
lodge. This is a home which 
is built at the edge of the 
water, or a little distance off 
the shore. 

The lodges are made of 
sticks, branches and _ small 
logs. They commonly rise 
from two to four feet above 
the surface. They are plas- 
tered with mud, but airholes 
are left to permit good air to 


come in and bad air go out. 


Looking at a lodge from the 
outside, a person might sup- 
pose that the beavers had for- 
gotten to make a doorway. Far
